Their 
bodies were cut from the w reck­ 
age of the first car on a four- 
coach com m uter train bound from 
Monroe, N Y., to Hoboken, N J.

Plans for improving th? underdevelop­ 
ed lands of the earth are usually assum ed 
to involve big dam s, tractor-drawn m a c h ­ 
inery, and similar examples of “ big tech­ 
nology.”
